Taxes are in the spotlight once 
again in Collin County, what with the 
day of reckoning, April 15th, just 
around the bend. 
The big question among local 
residents, as they prepare their 
reports, is how big a bite Uncle Sam 
will be taking this time. 
Last 
April 
he collected ap­ 
proximately $85,738,000 in personal 
and employment taxes in the area, 
based upon the prior year’s earnings. 
That is the amount of money turned 
in locally, as estimated from a break­ 
down of the taxes received from the 
State of Texas as a whole. 
The 
statewide 
total 
was 
$11,908,000,000 according to figures 
released by the Treasury Depart­ 
ment. 
Thus, payments by local residents 
constituted close to 0.72 percent of the 
personal taxes collected throughout 
the state. 
The Government expects that its 


haul this year will be substantially 
bigger than it was last April, not­ 
withstanding the fact that unem­ 
ployment was at a high level in 1976 in 
most parts of the country. 
Despite that, there were more 
people who were at work, earning 
more than in 1975. And bigger incomes 
produce bigger taxes. 
Nationally, 
according 
to 
a 
projection by the U.S. Office of 
Management and Budget, personal 
income tax collections, including 
employment taxes, will be about $37 
billion greater than they were last 
year.

The Government’s budget, now 
before Congress, counts on $254.9 
billion coming in from this source, as 
against $218.1 billion in 1976. 
Taxpayers in the local area will be 
bearing their proportionate share of 
the total. Their payment next month 
will be approximately $100,142,000, it 
is estimated. 
Just how long the rates will remain 
at their present level depends upon 
the President and Congress. Both 
favor a cut of sizeable proportions. 
As it stands, however, personal 
taxes of $296 billion are called for in 
the budget for the next fiscal year.

Highway Spending Bill 
Sails Through House

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Public schools, teachers and state agencies still are 
campaigning for pay raises and bigger budgets from the 1977 legislature, but the 
highway department is assured of a $528 million increase in its funding for 
construction. 
The House Wednesday quickly approved 116-22 and sent to the governor 
legislation providing for the highway funding, the first major spending bill of the 
session to clear both Houses. 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe, who designated highway funding as an emergency and 
recommended an $825 million increase in appropriations for construction and 
maintenance of the state’s roadways, has said he will sign the compromise bill. 
Some lawmakers have warned the early approval of the highway bill will lean 
other spending programs such as school finance, teacher pay raises, and the 
general state budget for the next two years, will have to be reduced if the 
legislature is to stay within the amount of revenue available.

these lumps have recently appeared or if they have 
always been in the pot. Perhaps they are slight im­ 
perfections in the porcelain. Check to see if they are 
covered with the same glaze as the rest of the china. If 
so, give up as they were made into it. lf recent additions 
they may be caused by a build-up of something in the 
water where you live. Perhaps other readers in Iowa 
may have had a similar experience and will share 
anything they have learned with you. — POLLY.

When making candy or cooking any foods 
that might scorch easily I place my cooking pan inside a large 
iron skillet so the heat will be more even and the food is less 
likely to scorch.

It was May 26, 1976—the 
height of the tornado season 
in Texas. 
The National W eather 
Service had posted tornado 
warnings for Hill County and 
the sheriff’s office, following 
standard procedure, alerted 
deputies out in the country. 
Sure enough, an ominous 
black twister appeared in 
the sky. 
With sheriff's deputies 
tracking the twister by car 
and radioing in reports to a 
voluntary weather station, it 
was determined that the 
path of the storm would take 
it near a 
Presbyterian 
children’s home where 75 
youngsters lived., 
Calling ahead in the nick of 
time, deputies warned of the 
oncoming tornado and the 
children were evacuated to 
the safety of a nearby 
basement before the storm 
destroyed the north end of 
the home. 
This is just one story out of 
many 
incidents 
that 
demonstrates how advance 
warning and preparedness 
sa^ed lives in Texas last 
year. 
It has been going on ever 
since the NWS instituted a 
system of tornado spotting 
and warning in the 1950’s. 
Individual's Role 
But 
it 
is 
just 
such 
preparedness and early 
w a r n i n g —t h r o u g h 
a 
nationwide 
system 
of 
weather professionals and 
trained spotters—that have 
made too many people forget 
their own role in protecting 
them selves 
and 
their 
property against storm s, 
says the Texas Insurance 
Informaton Center (THC) of 
the Insurance Information 
Institute. 
Catastrophes don’t always 
happen to the “other guy.” 
Every year communities 
that have never before been 
struck by a tornado become 
a disaster area. 
Last year Texas was far 
and away the leader in 
tornado incidents in the 
nation with between 176 and 
201 tornadoes sighted. The 
discrepancy in figures is due 
to the system of recording* 
used 
by 
two 
reporting 
agenci es—the 
National 
Weather Service (176) and 
the Dept, of Public Safety 
(201). There were, luckily, 
only two tornado-related 
deaths in the state in 1976. 
Because this state is so 
susceptible to tornadoes, 
Texans should be especially 
aware of tornado safety 
rules. For this reason, the 
insurance industry, through 
THC 
(representing, 
for 
example, 
the 
Texas 
Insurance Advisory Assn., a 
long-time 
leader 
in 
catastrophe planning), joins 
civil 
defense, 
weather 
service officials and in­ 
terested organizations each 
year—especially 
during 
peak months (April, May, 
June)—to remind Texans of 
a p p r o p r i a t e 
s a f e t y 
procedures in the event of a 
threatening storm. 
Know Warnings 
Two phrases that should 
be part of every Texan’s 
vocabulary are “ tornado 
w atch’’ 
and 
“ tornado 
warning.” 
A watch—usually posted 
for broad areas spanning 
hundreds of miles—is issued 
anytime 
a 
squall 
line 
develops which has the 
potential of spawning tor­ 
nadoes. It is not uncommon

for a city or town to be in­ 
cluded in a watch dozens of 
times, without ever 
ex­ 
periencing a tornado. For 
this reason, the THC says 
there 
is 
a 
danger 
of 
becoming complacent. No 
matter how often a watch is 
posted for a community, 
residents should monitor 
broadcasts and be generally 
aware of the potentially 
threatening weather. 
Should 
a 
tw ister 
be 
spotted, a “tornado war­ 
ning” is signaled 
Warnings are issued for 
much smaller areas and 
may mean that residents 
have only a few minutes to 
take shelter. 
If a warning is issued, 
persons in the affected area 
should immediately watch 
for danger and be ready to 
take cover at a second’s 
notice. 


Stay taw 
The key word in taking 
cover is “low.” The lowest 
floor in any building is 
safest. Small rooms—such 
as the bathroom—or a closet 
in the central part of the 
structure offer the best 
protection. If this hideout 
isn't available, taking cover 
under heavy furniture such 
as a tipped-over, upholstered 
couch is advised. 
Neither a mobile home nor 
buildings with wide, free- 
span 
roofs—such 
as 
auditoriums—are desirable 
shelters. 
Most deaths associated 
with a tornado are caused by 
flying debris and most in­ 
juries are to the head or 
chest. For these reasons, 
care should be taken to 
protect the head and chest no 
matter where shelter is 
taken. 


After the Storm 
Immediately after a storm 
has passed stay put for a few 
minutes. Make sure there is 
no leaking gas in the area 
before striking m atches. 
Remember, too, downed 
telephone and power lines 
are a hazard. 
Whenever a community 
begins mopping up after a 
windstorm or tornado, in­ 
surance companies put into 
f o r c e 
p r e - a r r a n g e d 
catastrophe procedures to 
help a community recover 


from the disaster. 


Beware of unscrupulous, 
fly-by-night contractors who 
often follow the storm into 
town. 
Deal 
only 
with 
reputable contractors. 


Hie message is an old one 


but 
worth 
repeating, 
especially this time of the 
year: proper action before 
and after a storm can save 
lives and property.

Seem s like everything we do these days 
is either immoral, illegal, fattening or 
harmful to our health 
Not even the sacred gam e of baseball is 
spared The Texas Medical Association 
has determined that certain aspects of 
baseball are harm ful to developing 
youngsters ages 9 to 16 years 
Pitchers are the most prone to injury, 
says the TMA 
“An immature boy or girl that pitches 
too frequently runs the risk of doing lasting 
damage to his or her shoulder and elbow ," 
says the TMA 
They add 
“The elbow joini is par 
ticularly vulnerable between the ages of 9 
and 16 years since the growing ends of the 
long bones which meet at the elbow are 
still not completely fused to the bone shafts 
and cannot w ithstand the strenuous 
m uscle pull involved in pitching 
The TMA adds, ironically, that it is the 
coaches and parents that has increased the 
risks to young players 
Some parents 
become so involved with winning gam es 
that they put pressure on the youngsters to 
practice endlessly and to aim for victory at 
all costs 
In the face of such 
pressure, 
the 
youngsters tend to push th em selves 
beyond healthy levels of endurance and 
hesitates to complain of tiring or pain 
The result is a bone disorder which 
causes baseball careers to end early with 
irreversible damage 
The TMA has made several recom 
mendations to bt* considered by baseball 
leagues in Texas I hope the Plano Sports 
Authority.

restricting the amount of pitching time

college age players with burnt out arms
